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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: The specification 
refers, in the European manner, to claims, some of which do not exist in this application. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-8, 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, and claim 12 by reference, lists supporting structure and movable roof frame 
which appear to be the same structure (10). 

Claims 4-7 recite roof structure, which appears to be the movable roof fi-ame of claim 1, 
without antecedent. 

Claims 4-6 appear to be function without structure for the term "connectable". 
Double Patenting 

4. Applicant is advised that should claim! be found allowable, claim 12 will be objected to 
under 37 CFR 1.75 as being a substantial duplicate thereof. When two claims in an application 
are duplicates or else are so close in content that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight 
difference in wording, it is proper after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a 
substantial duplicate of the allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 
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5 . Claim 12 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper dependent form for 
failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to cancel the 
claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the 
claim(s) in independent form. 

Dramngs 

6. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the parts that can be folded, claim 1, 
must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the apphcation. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the im ention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the stibject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

8. Claims 1-7, 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Klein in 
view of any one of Reinsch, Kloppe et al., and Kano et al. 

9. Klein has the convertible vehicle with parts 4 and 5 foldable relatively, and exposed 
attached side rails 9 and 10 mounted on the roof frame including parts 13. 

10. All three secondary references detail covers for roof side rails, Reinsch to cover smoothly 
an extruded rail and both Kloppe et al. and Kano ct al. to form drip edges at the juncture of roof 
and side window. Painting of an exposed body panel is common knowledge in the art, obvious 
to use here for aesthetic considerations. 

11. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill to provide in Klein painted side rail 
covers as taught by any one of Reinsch, Kloppe et al., and Kloppe et al. in order to form an 
aesthetic roof or a roof with drip edge to prevent water intrusion into the passenger compartment. 

12. As to claims 2 to 3, both Reinsch and Kloppe et al. teach plastic covers. 

13. As to claims 4, 5, and 6, Kloppe et al. and Kano et al. teach clip structure. 

14. As to claim 7, Reinsch teaches bonding. 

15. Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Klein in view of 
any one of Reinsch, BCloppe et al., and Kano et al. as applied to claim 1 above, and fiirther in 
view of Willard. 
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16. Klein teaches a transparent rear section 5 and a soft top section 4. Willard teaches that 
roof panels may be constructed of transparent glass panels. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill to provide in any one of the references above middle section transparent panel to 
replace the soft top 4 in order to provide greater durability and increase interior illumination. 

Response to Arguments 

17. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims above have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

18. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
